Trombly drops 
one a.m. trip

Cora Quisumbing-King, of 8 Fairfax 
Drive, called the Townsman Tuesday 
morning from her job in Boston to say 
that her commute on the Trombly 
Commuter Lines bus was a problem. 

The number of morning buses had 
been cut, she said, and because so 
many people were crowding onto the 
buses, her 7:05 bus arrived at 7:20 at 
Faith Lutheran Church on South Main 
Street, where she boards the bus. 

Fifteen commuters had to stand for 
the ride to Boston. And two weren't 
able to get on the bus because it was so 
crowded, reported Ms. Quisumbing- 
King, who works at Liberty Mutual 
near the Boston Public Garden. 

Trombly issued a new bus schedule 
Sept. 8. According to the revised sched- 
ule, one of the buses that had formerly 
stopped at Andover center between the 
hours of 6 and 8 a.m., has been cut, 
There used to be five, now there are 
four, arriving at 6:15, 7, 7:30 and 8 a.m. 

When asked why cuts have been 
made, a Trombly spokesperson said 
summer surveys reviewing data accu- 
mulated over the past two years indi- 
cated the demand for busing in and out 
of Boston had decreased. He asks com- 
muters with legitimate cause for con- 
cern to call and issue their concerns. 
Callers’ names will be listed and 
passed on to the board responsible for 
the recent cuts.

OPEN TO PLAQUE ATTACK 
A woman's susceptibility to gum disease has been found 
to be directly related to her hormonal cycles. Increases in 
such hormones as estrogen leave female gum tissue more 
vulnerable to the negative influence of the bacteria 
associated with plaque. If women fail to respond to this 
heightened risk for gum disease with scrupulous attention 
to flossing and brushing, they may well experience tender, 
swollen and bleeding gums. These are symptoms of 
gingivitis, the first stage of gum disease, which can lead to 
more serious periodontal disease. This hormone-related 
sensilivity to plaque is likely to occur during puberty, during 
the days prior to menstruation, and during pregnancy.

Robert H.Lange, 57, of 167 Holt Road, died 
at his home Saturday, Sept. 5, following a 
two-and-a-half year battle w iti « cancer, 

He was born in Lawrence and raised in 
Methuen. He was a graduate of Edward F. 
Searles High School Class of 1952. 

Mr. Lange was active in the Boy Scouts as 
a boy and was a member of Troop #2, Christ 


Presbyterian Church. He attained the rank of 


Hagle Scout with three palms at 14, He was a 
member of the Camp Onway staff for six 
years and served as waterfront director in 
the early 1950s. 

While in high school he was an active 
class member and in his senior year was a 
captain in the high school Cadet Corps. 

He joined the U.S, Marine Corps in 1953 
and served four years, two in North Africa. 
He was twice decorated and received the 
bronze and silver stars and Purple Heart. 
Upon discharge from active duty, he joined 
the Lawrence Marine Reserve Unit and 
served until September 1983, completing 30 
years of service. He was discharged with the 
rank of Master Gunnery Sergeant, the high 
est enlisted rank. He was the first Marine in 
the Lawrence unit to attain this rank, 

During his enlistment with the Marines, 
he received his degree in National Security 


Management from the Industrial College of 


the Armed Forces. 

Mr. Lange was a former director of Bon 
Secours Men’s Guild, past commander of the 
American Legion’s Boxford Post, and former 
Boy Scout commissioner. He was a life-long 
member of the Andover Rod and Gun Club, 
where he served as director and treasurer for 
many years. He was a life-long member of the 
NRA and Sportsmen’s Alliance of Maine and 
was a registered Maine guide, 

Mr. Lange began his career as a free-lance 
court reporter in 1958, a skill he learned in 
the Marine Corps and perfected at the Boston 
Stenotype Institute. His family said his court 
reporting business grew to become one of the 


largest firms of its 
kind in the North 
east. 

Mr. Lange was 
known for his 
expertise in mar 
itime litigation, 
which took him 
all over the Unit 
ed States and to 
several foreign 
countries. Some 
of the noteworthy 
cases included 
court-reporting 
assignments 
involving Biogra

Joint, the Judge 
Troy Governor’s Council ouster hearings, 
Massachusetts Crime Commission, Edgerly 
murder, Boston Strangler and the Kennedy 
Chappaquidick investigation, He was official 
reporter to the Supreme Judicial Court for 13 
years. 

Mr. Lange was an ardent sportsman; hunt- 
ing and fishing were his favorite pastimes, 
his family said. He spent much of his leisure 
time hunting in Dexter, Maine, and fishing 
on Cape Cod. He enjoyed traveling with his 
wife, Ann Lange, and gardening.

Grace Jamison, who has been 
teaching kindergarten students 
in Andover for more than 20 
years. She is currently assigned 
to West Elementary. 

Children must be 5 by Sept. 
to enter kindergarten in the aie 
lic schools. Children that young, 
said Ms. Jamison, don’t have to 
know their ABCs, but should be 
ready to learn them. 

They should be able to listen 
well, take directions and perform 
simple tasks by themselves, such 
as opening their own snacks and 
be able to clean up after them 
selves, she said. 

Some of the children who 
enter kindergarten haven't 
attended nursery school or par- 
ticipated in playgroups. That can 
be a real disadvantage, Ms. Jami- 
son said, if they haven't devel 
oped the basic social skills their 
peers have. 

Sometimes good-intentioned 
parents want to do too much for 
their children. In most instances, 
according to Ms. Jamison, the 5- 
year-olds are able to do the tasks 
themselves. 

Some parents want teachers to 
send home all kinds of notes on 
what their child is doing and 
what they should send to school 
with their child. 

“My goal as a kindergarten 
teacher is to help a child build 
self confidence and inner disci- 
pline. To see a child learn from 
his collective experiences at 
home and at school and then be 
able to synthesize the informa- 
tion is very encouraging. 

“T ask them to go home and 
tell their parents what they 
should bring to school the next 
day. It is up to the child to 
remember or forget. Children 
that young can absorb this type 
of information if it is explained 
simply and clearly,” Ms. Jami- 
son said. 
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Darcy Sweeney, executive 


director of the Andover School of 


Montessori, in North Andover, 
agrees that most pre-school and 
kindergarten programs are look 
ing for children with potential to 
learn and who have age-appro 
priate developmental skills. 
Those include simple gross and 
fine motor skills such as walk 
ing, running and holding and 
using small objects — crayons, for 
instance. 

“At (the pre-school level) we 
are looking for simple things. We 
want the children to be toilet 
trained, be ready to interact with 
their peers and be able to be 
apart from their parents for a 
few hours each day,” Ms. 
Sweeney said. 

She said her school’s goal is to 
stimulate a child’s natural 
curiosity for learning. 

“Parents don’t need to push 
their children or set goals for 
them at this age. A child learns 
to walk when she is ready. A par 
ent doesn’t need to say when it is 
time to learn. It is just the same 
with other things a child needs 
to learn,” she said. 

Pike School 

Judy Camber, director of 
admission at Pike School, a pri- 
vate pre-kindergarten through 
ninth-grade school on Sunset 
Rock Road, said her school is 
looking for the same potential 
from its applicants as other ele- 
mentary schools. 

“We're looking for a child who 
is developmentally ready to 
learn basic concepts, to cooper 
ate and work in a group and take 
directions and share. These abili- 
ties show us that children are 
socially ready to enter school 
and they are the ones who con- 
tribute the most to the class- 
room,” she said. 

When parents apply for 
admission to Pike, the school 
invites the families to a private 
interview so Pike can see how

the child interacts with his parents and unfa- 
miliar adults. The next step is seeing how the 
child reacts in a playgroup of other appli 
cants. 
Preparing for the first day 

Children can sense when their parents are 
anxious, said Ms, Jamison, so parents need 
to be aware what type of signals they are 
sending as the first day of school approaches, 


Ms. Sweeney believes it is just as impor- 
tant that parents be ready to separate from 
their children for a few hours each morning 
as the child from his parents. 

“The first day of school can be very diffi- 
cult for both children and parents, Parents 
need to feel that the school and its program is 
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The ideal student wants to learn 


an OK place for their child to spend the 
morning,” she said. 

Ms. Jamison suggests practicing 
getting ready for the first day of school 
a couple of times before the actual day 

“Tf the child is going on the bus 
practice walking to the stop and reas 
sure them that you will be there when 
they return. Parents should give their 
children a kiss goodbye in the house, 
not at the bus stop when the bus 
comes, because all those last minute 
kisses add up when the drivers are 
picking up hundreds of kids,” she said 


Elementary and middle school 

Liz Cahoon has taught elementary 
and middle-school children in Andover 
for more than 29 years. Most recently 
she has taught fifth and fourth grade at 
Bancroft Elementary. 

“A just plain positive attitude and 
enthusiasm for learning go a long way 
with me. I don’t care how smart a kid 
is. If they have enthusiasm for learn 
ing and what they are doing they can 
go very far,” she said. 

Support from home is essential, Ms. 
Cahoon said. When teachers and par- 
ent work together and agree on expec 
tations, students can set goals for 
themselves. 

“T look for individual progress. 
Every child is different and will 
progress at a different rate,” she said. 

When children are held to their own 
standards, not those of another stu- 
dent, she said, they can take pride in 
their accomplishments, not feel they 


are playing a never-ending game of 


catch-up with their neighbor. 

At Pike School, first-graders should 
be ready to learn how to read, Ms. 
Camber said. By the second grade, stu- 
dents are given a reading and math 
test. In addition, she said, second- 
graders applying to Pike will also be 
asked to write a simple story and illus: 
trate it. Students applying for the 
fourth and fifth grades must take a 
standardized reading comprehension, 
general abilities and a Pike math test. 

Marie Galinski, director of St. 
Augustine's School, said in addition to 
being enthusiastic, students need to be 
well prepared to start the school day. 

“Parents can help by making sure 
their kids have a good, nourishing 
breakfast, that they’ve had enough rest 
the night before and that they have the 
appropriate supplies,” she said. 


Secondary school 

Mark McQuillan, Andover superin- 
tendent of schools, believes 21st-centu- 
ry employers are going to demand a lot 
more from high school and college 
graduates than ever before. He and the 
Schoo! Committee will be looking at 
what every student should know by 
the time they graduate from Andover 
High School. They hope to include the 
business community, as well as par- 
ents in the discussions. 

“My expectations for every student 
in the Andover school system is that 
they come to school prepared to work

hard and that they be respectful of dif 
ferences they see in the classroom. We 
want students to respect each other,” 
he said. 

As Andover educators, parents and 
business people begin to collaborate on 
what the schools should be doing to 
prepare students for adult life in the 
21st century, Dr. McQuillan listed a 
few of his expectations. 

Students, he said, should have a 
broad knowlege of literature, arts, lan 
guages, math, science, social history 
and geography. They should be educat- 
ed in physical and mental health top- 
ics, 

“We need to teach these in a way 
that is interconnected. Kids need to 
learn about problem solving and using 
their knowledge in the real world,” Dr. 
McQuillan said. 

He believes that in addition to high- 
er-level thinking and computing skills, 
students need to know how to commu- 
nicate effectively orally and in writing. 

“T also think (educators and commu- 
nity members) have a civic responsi- 
bility to help kids reach a point where 
they make moral and ethical choices 
and understand how their behavior 
affects other people,” Dr. McQuillan 
said. 

Walter Morris, director of admis- 
sion for Pike School in grades six 
through nine, said students who apply 
to his school need to have a strong 
transcript from their previous school, 

“We pay very close attention to 
transcripts and to teacher recommen- 
dations,” he said. 

“We do look at SSAT (standardized 
tests) scores and historically we look 
for a student who scores in the top 50 
percentile,” Mr. Morris said. 

“We also look at a student during 


his interview to see if he is outgoing, if 


he is a leader and if he'll be happy in a 
small structured environment like 
Pike,” he said. 

Jane Fried, acting dean of admis 
sions at Phillips Academy, said PA 
looks at SSAT scores but also places 
high value on previous grades and rec- 
ommendations. She said PA looks for 
scores in the top 80 percentile in most 
cases, 

“We also believe a student's aca- 


demic record is a good indicator of 


their potential to flourish,” Ms. Fried 
said, 

PA requires all students to take 
three years of a second language or test 
at that level. If a student has some 
background in a second language it is 
helpful, she said, 

“We are also looking for students 
who have interests outside academic, 
who can contribute to the school cul- 


ture whether it be in athletics, music, 
drama, the arts or community service 

“How they approach their extracur 
ricular experiences shows us they are 
open to trying new things.” she said. 

Because PA accepts boarding as 
well as day students, Ms. Fried said the 
school also looks for a certain degree of 
maturity when it is screening appli 
cants. 

“Andover looks very much like a 
college, and in many ways students are 
dealing with the same issues a college 
student deals with, but at PA they are 
much younger. We know that we are 
dealing with high-school-age kids and 
we have 24-hour support for them if 
they need it.” 

Ellen Parker, assistant principal at 
Andover High School, said “a nice fea 
ture about our school is that we have 
open access and everyone who wants 
to can attend. We have such a diverse 
mix of backgrounds, ethnicities and 
learning styles. We are constantly 
learning from the students and they 
are learning from one another,” she 
said. 

“A student who will work hard to be 
the best she can be every day is a stu 
dent I want to work with,” she said. 


College students 

Dennis Farrell, dean of admissions 
and financial aid at Merrimack College 
in North Andover, said his school 
doesn’t have an “ideal” student profile. 

“We like to admit a varied spectrum 
of students. That way not only do stu- 
dents get a fine education in the class- 


room, but they also get a variety of 


experiences outside the classroom in 
the college community,” Mr. Farrell 
said. 

He said Merrimack’s goal is to 
expand its student body beyond a 
white, middle-class campus. 

“We are looking for international 
students, black, Hispanic and Asian 
students to come to Merrimack,” he 
said. 

“We also like to see that students 
participated in some activity outside 
their school, whether it be a part-time 
job, community service or sports or 
student clubs,” Mr. Farrell said. 

Richard Pastor, director of financial 
aid at Northern Essex Community Col- 
lege in Haverhill, said his school has 
open admissions for most programs. 
Programs such as sign language inter- 
pretation and those in the human ser- 
vice field do screen applicants because 
of the limited seats. 

He said about one-quarter of NECC 
students apply right out of high school 
and the rest of the student body is a 
mix of adult full- and part-time stu- 
dents, 

“We have all kinds of motivational 
mixes here. Some students come at 
nights because they work during the 
day. Others are retired senior citi- 
zens,” Mr, Pastor said. 

“We are looking for students who 
really want to be here and want to 
learn,” he said, echoing the other edu- 
cators interviewed for this article: .

The econo- 
my is the 
state’s most 
pressing 
issue, accord- 
ing to Rep. 
Cangiamila. 

“The Sen- 
ate must take 
the lead in 
stimulating 
the economy 
by creating 
tax incentives for individuals, compa- 
nies and families while holding the line 
on state spending,” he said. 

Legislators need to aggressively 
restructure state regulations to encour- 
age business, Rep. Cangiamila said. 

“We need to create enterprise zones 
to encourage existing business to 
expand and remain in Massachusetts. 
We need to further cut capital gains 
and income taxes for individuals to put 
more money in their pockets,” he said. 

But education is also of critical 
importance, he said. 

“T personally feel the need to really 
overhaul the (education) system,” he 
said. 

He supports most of Gov. Weld’s 
education reform package and agrees 
with performance-based evaluation of 
teachers. 

Rep. Cangiamila described himself 
as a fiscal conservative. “Government 
spends the taxpayers’ money and I 
want to insure that it is spent in a man- 
ner that provides the maximum ser- 
vices for the lowest cost,” he said. 

Rep. Cangiamila is neither pro- 
choice nor pro-life. “We must do all 
that we can to protect and respect life,” 
he said. “It is a woman’s right to make 
decisions regarding herself, not the 
government's.” 

He doesn’t support Gov. Weld’s pro- 
posal to allow 16-year-olds to have abor- 
tions, he said, or to allow abortions to 
be performed up to the ninth month of 
pregnancy, unless there is a medical 
emergency, 

The answer to health care is pro- 
viding tax incentives that are almost a 
direct write-off in proportion to the 
contributions, Rep. Cangiamila said. 

At the same time, the laws and the 
grounds that constitute malpractice 
need to be reformed to reduce costs. 
“We must eliminate costly lawsuits 
and cumbersome administrative pro- 
cesses that only add to the cost of care 
without improving the quality of that 
care,” he said. 

Currently, doctors put patients 
through unnecessary and costly tests 
to protect themselves from malpractice 
suits. He gave an example of patient 
who has a diagnosis of an ulcer, but is 
put through costly tests for cancers and 
other bodily ailments because the doc- 
tor has to cover all the bases. 

Instead of more local aid, Rep. Can- 
giamila would like to see a better distri- 
bution structure for current funds. 

“The state needs to restructure the 
formula to distribute local aid more 
fairly and predictably. The present 
method of dist j aL ald.jis el. 
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ther for, nor is it responsive to, the 
unique needs of our communities,” he 
said. 

He proposes a distribution structure 
similar to the one recently used to dis- 
tribute the school aid, which allocated 
$100 per student regardless of where 
they lived. 

“T do not support gun control,” Rep. 
Cangiamila said. 

Sen. McGovern is a hard worker, 
puts a lot of time and energy into her 
position, and has accomplished a great 
deal for the district, Rep. Cangiamila 
said, but he wasn’t all praise about her. 

“Like most Democrats, she supports 
a costly, bloated state government paid 
for by ever increasing taxes,” he said, 

“Gov. Weld has worked hard to 
turn this state around, He has the polit: 
ical courage to make the difficult deci- 
sions necessary to move Massachusetts 
forward,” Rep, Cangiamila said. “Since 
1991, I have been working closely with 
Gov. Weld to straighten out the mess 
the Dukakis Democrats left behind.” 

His recent experience in the Legisla- 
ture separates him from James 
Gaffney, his Republican opponent, 
who served in the Legislature in the 
1970s, Rep. Cangiamila said. 

“You're talking about a world of dif: 
ference between the ’70s and the 90s,” 
Mr. Cangiamila said. “I understand the 
issues today on today’s terms. My 
opponent doesn’t... The other thing is | 
don’t know if Beacon Hill needs anoth- 
er lawyer.”

About abortion, he said, “Although 
I am distressed by the number of preg- 
nancies terminated this way, I would 


not substitute my judgment for that of 


a woman confronting the decision, 
except on the advanced stages of the 
pregnancy term. I would not, on the 
other hand, spend taxpayers’ funds to 
provide abortion on demand. I would 
not support legislation eliminating 
parental notification and consent for 
minors,” Mr. Gaffney said. “I would 
like to see government and politics 
removed from the abortion issue.” 

“Containing health care costs may 
be one of the most formidable chal 
lenges confronting state government. 
Medicaid is the largest state budget 
account and health insurance costs are 
of increasing amounts of company and 
family income... After election, I would 
invite people to serve on a panel to 
share district experiences and views on 
health care cost and problems. 

“The state’s handling of local aid 
has been damaging to municipal gov- 
ernment in several respects. Towns 
and cities have seen local aid decline as 
a percentage of state spending from 
close to 25 percent to approximately 15 
percent. This trend ignores the reality 
that towns and cities have the major 
burden for educating our children and 
protecting our safety,” he said. 

“Including local aid in the state’s 
midnight budget deliberations has hin- 
dered town planning and forced make- 
up town meetings. Local aid should be 
fixed as a percentage of state revenue 
and we need to start building that per: 
centage back up. This dependable 
increased level of local aid might be a 
better foundation for education reform 
than one or two time appropriations 
that could disappear in the state’s pri- 
orities shift. 

“T believe in the right of citizens to 
own firearms for legitimate sport and 
self-protection purposes,” Mr. Gaffney 
said. 

“| disagree with Sen. MeGovern’s 
spending policies of several years ago. 
Her recent budget actions have exhibit- 
ed more restraint and her analysis of 
‘budget busters’ in state government 
could be helpful to people who want to 
get a handle on the spiraling growth of 
these items. She enjoys a good reputa- 
tion for working with local officials in 
my town,” he said. 

“Gov. Weld took the kind of deci- 
Sive action necessary to pull the state 
back from the brink of fiscal ruin two 
years ago and to keep the state above 
water this year. I support the cost-cut- 
ting and the reduction of goals of his 
fiscal program except to the degree that 
the budget has been balanced on the 
backs of the towns and cities with local 
aid cuts,” Mr. Gaffney said.

and deserve,” he said. 

“Presently, | do not foresee raising 
taxes. However, if necessary to main 
tain our essential services, | would pro- 
pose raising our state meals tax from 5 
percent to 6 percent as this does not 
appear to be a great burden to any one 
particular group of people,” Mr. Lam 
bert said. 

“...Through job vouchers and target- 
ed wage subsidies, we can give growing 
manufacturers incentives to expand 
and/or relocate to the Merrimack Val- 
ley. Job vouchers and targeted wage 
subsidies would be used to hire and 
train people on unemployment and 
welfare in permanent positions within 
a manufacturing industry. The Com- 
monwealth would make these pay 
ments in lieu of paying out unemploy- 
ment and welfare checks. 

“Targeted wage subsidies would be 
paid to those formerly unemployed or 
on welfare by the new employers in 
lieu of the state’s taxes the employer 
would otherwise be obligated to pay. 
Again, this would only be for an initial 
short period of time. 

He also proposes a three-part wel- 
fare program in which some partici 
pants would provide day-care services 
and act as teaching assistants, while a 
second group would be provided job 
training and education and a third 
group would provide services for towns 
and cities that need, but can’t afford, 
them. 

“Pat McGovern truly cares about 
and continues to take good care of our 
communities,” he said. “The only nega- 
tive note that comes to mind is the tax 
she proposed on services. 

“T worry that Gov. Weld has forgot- 
ten the needs of the middle class, espe- 
cially regarding public education. 

“Iam pro-choice, but I wish to 
ensure that women, and especially une- 
mancipated women, receive the coun- 
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seling they may need prior to making 
their choice,” Mr. Lambert said. 

“Tam in favor of establishing a 
national health insurance system,” he 
said. 

But the state shouldn’t wait and 
should start its own health insurance 
system, Mr. Lambert said. 

He advocated a system now that 
ensures that the elderly would not 
have to worry about being able to 
afford medical care and treatment 
because of the gap between Medicare 
and private insurance, 

“Our parents and grandparents paid 
their share as they raised us and con- 
tributed to society as a whole,” he said. 


“T will file legislation to ensure that’ 


a set minimum percentage of state 
income tax, fees and lottery revenue is 
placed directly into local aid each year 
and that the guaranteed minimum fig- 
ures (the cherry sheets) are sent out by 
March 15 each year,” Mr. Lambert 
said. 

“I believe that I am fiscally conser- 
vative and socially liberal, but in all 
honesty, it truly depends on the issue,” 
Mr. Lambert said. 

“IT do not see the need for automatic 
weapons in the hands of the average 
person. If the need is for hunting, it 
would appear to take the sport out of 
the hunt. | favor a reasonable Waiting 
period and background check for those 
who wish to purchase and own 
firearms and especially handguns,” 
Mr. Lambert said.

and taxpayer here in town certainly 
distinguishes me from the other candi- 
dates in the Democratic field.” 

His continuing to serve on the Plan- 
ning Board is not a conflict of interest, 
Mr. O’Brien said. He stayed on the 
board when he decided to run for office 
because it was short-handed and was 
bringing on new members, he said. 

“Tt think that if I win the primary, 
however, there is enough experience 
on the board that I should step down, 
but more for time commitments than 
because of the conflict issue.” 

The most pressing issues for the 
Senate revolve around keeping the 
budget, and fiscal situation in general, 
stable, according to Mr, O'Brien. 

“If the economy remains slow in 
recovery, (it is important that) at least 
the state keep its books balanced.” he 
said. 

The second most pressing issue 
should be education, he said. 

While Massachusetts doesn’t have a 
natural resource like oil to boost its 
economy, it always has had an educat- 
ed work force. “We offer people who 
are well trained and educated.” 

“(Pat McGovern) always told the 
truth and she always leveled with peo- 
ple,” Mr. O’Brien said of his former 
boss. “That was her strength as a lead- 
er, and I hope I can live up to that stan- 
dard. 

“A different strength that | bring to 
the job is my experience in local LOV- 
ernment. 

“The state has to almost totally 
revamp the way it deals with cities and 
towns,” Mr. O’Brien said. 

He supports the guidelines of ballot 
Question 5 from the 1990 election, 
which called for 40 percent of all state 
revenues to be returned to cities and 
towns as local aid. If 40 percent is not 
the proper number, “we have to use 
Question 5 as a framework to give 
cities and towns a direct and pre- 
dictable stream of revenue,” Mr. 
O’Brien said. 

He also wants to combine all local 
services under one existing cabinet 
office in state government. 

“I probably am labeled as a moder- 
ate,” Mr. O’Brien said. 

The good side of Gov. Weld is that 
he was new to the whole budget situa- 
tion and was able to say “no new taxes” 
and say “we're going to stop the slide,” 
Mr. O'Brien said. 

“He didn’t do it alone, which he 
would like to have you believe,” said 
Mr. O’Brien, who added that Gov. Weld 
goes too far. “He is a true libertarian, 
meaning hands off on everything.” 

While people want more efficient 
government, people also want some 
activism, especially in areas of educa- 
tion, public safety and environment, 
he said. 

Mr. O’Brien takes pride in Paul 
Tsongas’ endorsement of his candidacy 
and said the Democrats need to create 
a better relationship with business. 

Under a business incentive pro- 
gram, he would support a targeted cap- 
ital gains investment credit, He would 
also support a change in the treatment 
of small businesses that received a 
higher tax burden in 1988. He proposes 
to return to 1988 levels. 

And business should make a com- 
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mitment to help government in certain 
key areas, including education, he 
said. 

“Business should provide a real con 
Structive analysis of what we do wrong 


and right in our schools in terms of 


preparing kids for the work force.” Mr.

Relax 
and listen 


Teachers and school administra: 
tors interviewed for the article in 
today’s Townsman on the ideal stu- 
dent have excellent advice for par- 
ents. 

The idea is to relax and not worry. 
Then children will do the same. 

The trouble is, parents especially 
new parents — often feel judged by 
teachers and administrators when 
their children first enter school. 

Did I teach my child enough? Does 
she know as much as the other 
Kindergartners? Will my son be 
rude? Will my daughter cry and for- 
get her numbers? 

The best advice for parents is to do 
what their older children would 
advise: Chill out. 

If you relax, so will your child. If 
you are conflicted about your child 
entering school, your child will pick 
up on that anxiety and reflect it, 

Teachers aren’t as demanding as 
you might think. They want students 
to be rested, well fed, curious and 
courteous. 

Worried your child doesn’t know 
as much about reading or writing as 
the others? Stop worrying. He or she 
will learn the skills when ready. 

If you are an experienced parent, 
our advice is to be involved in your 
child’s school experiences. Be 
involved but not pushy. 

Talk about her classes. Under- 
stand what is difficult for your son, 
but don’t diminish his worries. If she 
says math is impossible, don’t tell 
her why it isn’t. Tell her yes, it is 
very difficult. Then see if there is a 
way to help her understand what’s 
bothering her without shoving your 
solutions down her throat. 

As often as possible, be there for 

your child. Be interested. Admit 
when you don’t have the answers, 
but be willing to research the prob- 
lem with him, Let him know that his 
school day and work is a priority for 
you, too. 
» School is important and so are our 
children. Listening to children is the 
most important message and help we 
can give. If we have expectations 
that our children will do well, 
chances are, they will.

Building a real community theater in N. Andover

Veteran’s Auditorium at North 
Andover Middle School has had 100 
lights replaced and loose seats bolted 
down. This attention to the 1950 audito- 
rium has been generated by Bob Car- 
berry, 212 French Farm Road, who 
formed the North Andover Committee 
for Performing Arts. 

The committee plans to renovate the 
Middle School auditorium for commu- 
nity use. Mr. Carberry has the support 
of town officials, the Schoo! Committee 
and administrators. 


“The Committee for Performing 
Arts is not a community theater group, 
but a non-profit group that plans to 
raise money through entertainment, to 
provide volunteers to crew produc- 
tions, to use ticket money for the main- 
tenance of the auditorium and for 
future community needs,” said Mr. 
Carberry. 

The committee members are John 
Willis Jr., Grace Ann Remmes, Jane 
O’Donnell, Ann Brussard, Diane 
Smart, Al and Kathy Manzi, Beverly 
Rogato, Pat Davison, Mel Orlando, 
Stephanie Dolloff and Bob Carberry, 
chairman. They hope to create a flag- 
ship that will attract professional 
entertainers and Boston schools such 
as Emerson, Berklee School of Music, 
Boston University and the New Eng- 
land Conservatory of Music to stage 
performances at the Middle School 
Auditorium. 

“The Collins Center in Andover is in 
limbo with 1,250 seats,” said Mr. Car- 
berry. 

According to Mr. Carberry, 
Andover’s Collins Center is too large 
for community use and too small to 
bring professional shows because the 
tickets would be too expensive with the 
limited seating capacity. The tickets 
for North Andover shows can be kept 
at $10 because the shows can be staged 
without a high-priced director or crew; 
edstumes would be provided by the 
entertainer; and local talent would not 
require traveling costs. 


Once the North Andover school’s 
auditorium is renovated, the revenue 
from staged performances could be 
used for other non-profit organizations 
in town. There are about 30 or 35 non- 
profit organizations in North Andover 
and any one of these groups could sell 
tickets to raise funds for their organi- 
zation, Mr. Carberry said. 

A graduate of Boston College with a 
degree in education, Mr. Carberry has 
Ween involved with bands for a long 
time. He plays the piano, organ, guitar 
and bagpipes. He is a member and for- 
mer music director of the Clan 
McPherson Pipe and Drum. His three 
daughters, Karen, 10 years; Kelli, 8; 
and Kristina, 4, think everyone likes to 
perform. His wife, Nancy, who owns

and operates the Nancy Chippendale 
School of Dance, used the Collins Cen- 
ter for recitals for the last nine years. 

Mr. Carberry’s experiences with 
these recitals gave him on-the-job 
training for the auditorium project, he 
said. The Collins Center sent him pro- 
posal forms for an outline of reorgani- 
zation and future management of their 
facility but Mr. Carberry doesn’t plan 
to get involved with the Collins Center 
now. 

“T just started the North Andover 
Committee for Performing Arts and 
plan to see this project through,” he 
said. “The auditorium needs to be done 
and I can do it.” 

Broadway 101, the first Performing 
Arts show, was staged in June at the 
Middle School auditorium. The house 
was almost full. Tony Pace, a Boston- 
based entertainer, and Debbie Salois, a 
local singer and 1981 Miss Mas- 
sachusetts, were so well received in 
Broadway 101 that a repeat show is 
planned for November. 


A Las Vegas show with singing and 
dancing is scheduled for Oct. 9. A 
Christmas show in December will fea- 
ture local chorus groups and sing- 
alongs. 

The Committee for Performing Arts 


is looking for volunteers to repair and 
run the auditorium, The committee 
seeks community support to attend the 
shows, from seniors to young children. 
The project is not political or a school 
project or a business. The community 
theater will benefit all residents, Mr. 
Carberry said. 


Rick Gorman, director of Youth Ser- 
vices in North Andover, encouraged 
his kids at the youth center to act as 
crew for the Broadway 101 production. 
They learned about theater arts and 
how to stage a play. Stage experiences 
could lead to a trade for any of the 
young men and women who get 
involved in these productions, Mr. Car- 
berry and Mr. Gorman believe. 

“Battle of the Bands could be at the 
Middle School auditorium and teen- 
agers could learn how to take care of a 
facility like this,” said Mr. Carberry. 
“People who come to the shows could 
have a dinner and show night, which 
would help local restaurants.” 

' The spirit of people helping people 
lead Mr. Carberry to order a special 
$500 ladder from Gorham Hardware, in 


North Andover. The ladder is used for 


the stage riggings, to replace overhead 
stage lights and to replace stage cur- 
tains and other needs. 


A new 16-foot by 40-foot Mylar cur- 
tain, a split curtain that attracts light 
to create a sparkle effect, will be used 
in the October performance. Other 
improvements that the committee has 
approved are a black apron to skirt the 
stage, traverse rods for stage curtains 
that will allow more scenery changes, 
an improved sound system, and a cyco- 
ramo, which is a lighting instrument 
that can project a light onto the curtain 
or project a logo. 


Plans to paint the orchestra floor 
and change the stage flooring to a dark 
color, which is necessary for depth per- 
ception and to allow the stage to frame 
the performer, are being considered. 
Mr. Carberry also hopes to install indi- 
rect lighting in the auditorium and to 
build a wiring trough to run cables to 
the back of the theater where a sound 
box could be used to direct the sounds 
on stage. 


The School Committee has promised 
that locks will secure the auditorium. 
Once the locks are in place, the light- 
ing equipment can be set up. 

“The acoustics are good but if some 
of the walls were carpeted the sound 
would be even better,” said Mr. Carber- 
ry. “We plan to fix as we go.”

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Quality service determines success of mortgage lenders

America is increasingly becoming a 
service-based economy. As the indus- 
trial base evolves and businesses con 
tinue to move operations to countries 
with lower labor costs or less regula 
tion, America’s economic health and 
place in the world economy relies more 
heavily on the expertise of its people to 
provide services, 

The financial services industry rep- 
resents one of the largest players in 
this movement and, in particular, the 
mortgage lending industry. 

The implications of the word “ser 
vice” go beyond providing an intangi 
ble good. How that service is provided 
in terms of quality, timeliness, appro- 
priateness and cost are very important 
to the consumer but, except for cost, 
aren't measured in the gross national 
product.

including pension funds and insurance 
companies, the supply of mortgage 
money is plentiful and the number and 
type of lenders is increasing rapidly. 
Competition has become fierce among 
those who provide mortgages to buy or 
refinance homes. 

So what differentiates one mortgaye 
lender from another, besides the inter- 
est rate advertised or quoted over the 
phone? 

Assuming all lenders have good 
intentions, the ability to determine 
consumer needs and to offer the most 
appropriate mortgage in a timely and 
professional manner are just as impor 
tant as, if not more important than, 
interest rates. 

This distinction is important for 
anyone considering a new mortgage 
because there are a number of institu 
tions that offer jumbo mortgages, and 
among those leaders the interest rates, 
types of mortgages (fixed vs. 
adjustable-rate) and requirements may 
vary widely. 

A few of those institutions, however, 
have positioned themselves as special 
ized jumbo mortgage lenders that cater 
exclusively to the unique service needs 
and expectations of the affluent home 
owner.

product or service desired is at least as, 
if not more, important. 

Low interest rates — among the low: 
est in 20 years — have caused a tremen 
dous surge in the refinancing business, 

Coupled with falling home prices, 
low rates have also created a signifi- 
cant increase in home sales and conse- 
quently the demand for purchase mort: 
gages, particularly in New England. 

With this sudden activity in the 
market, many lenders have been oper- 
ating at or over capacity for some time. 
As a result, many applicants have 
experienced a deterioration in service 
quality. This is evident in the growing 
number of long application-processing 
delays and even missed closing dates 
on purchase and sale agreements. 

Most recently, a mortgage lender's 
ability to meet certain deadlines for a 
customer has become a critical issue. 
Borrowers caught in these service 
delays have often missed the chance to 
lock in on the lowest interest rates 
available. 


If someone is buying a new home for 


$500,000 and needs a mortgage of

Servicing rights include billing and 
collecting payments, as well as manag- 
ing escrow accounts that contain 
reserves, paid monthly by the borrow- 
er for taxes and insurance. 

Complaints range from the occasion 
al lost bill or check to unpaid real 
estate taxes or insurance payments. 
Often, the consumer isn’t quite sure 
whom to call with a question. 

Real estate agents and others who 
advise prospective mortgage cus 
tomers are beginning to recognize the 
importance of service quality and are 
directing their clients to lenders that 
will deliver in a timely fashion. 

From a realtor’s perspective, good 
service is defined as_ speedy 
turnaround on buyer pre-qualification 
and loan commitments, good communi 
cation to minimize problems between 
commitment and closing, convenient 
closing locations and competent clos 
ing attorneys. 

For anyone involved in the residen 
tial mortgage industry, the ability to 
deliver quality service will be the key 
to survival and success. Increasing 
demand in an improving market has 
underscored that point. But the level 
and quality of service will assume 
increasing importance, not just for 
lenders, but also for the entire business 
community, as we move into the 1990s 
and beyond.

importantly a financial vehicle that 
helps replace income lost when a fami- 
ly wage-earner dies. 

Three factors are most important 
when selecting life insurance: 

1. The amount of life insurance, the 
most important factor. 

This can only be determined follow- 
ing objective analysis by a skilled pro 
fessional, preferably someone who has 
attained at least one of the professional 
designations of CLU (chartered life 
underwriter), ChFC (chartered finan 
cial consultant) or CFP (certified finan 
cial planner).

lion.”). 
2. The type of life insurance

Hill, this is one of the areas of a life

“Many people with whom I meet are 
not aware of how very important own 
ership and beneficiary designations 
and the use of trusts can be in their 
overall estate planning.” 

He recommends that those to be 
insured consult with their insurance 
adviser, attorney and accountant to 
make sure these are handled correctly.

sobering experience, 

The retirement planning process 
should be begun as early as possible, 
and the setting of goals and a means to 
achieve them with your financial 
adviser a must. 

Mr. Hill said that good retirement 
planning relies on several sources of 
income at retirement, including com- 
pany plans, investments, life insur 
ance, real estate, Social Security and 
others. He also warns that the invest 
ments that fund retirement plans can 
be either too aggressive or too conser

vative, 

“It all depends upon the particular 
client. If the client has just a short 
while to go until retirement, or their 
peace of mind requires them to make 
only the most conservative invest 
ments, or both, then very conservative 
Investments are what they should 
have,” 

He points to very low bank CD rates 

now around 3 ord percent — as having 
been a great boon to the investment 
business 

“There are other very safe, secure 
Investnents, which offer greatest 
returns,” he said. 

On the other hand, Mr. Hill points 
out that the retirement planning 
investor under the age of 45 or so will 
often likely be better served by a more 
aggressive investment posture, one 
that includes stocks and bonds. 

“If the long-term rate of return does 
not exceed the inflation rate by at least 
2 to 3 percentage points, the client is 
not being well served,

plant applies 238 horsepower to the 
cause of accelerating the 560SEL Sedan 
and 560SEC Coupe to 60 mph in 7.4 and 
7.1 seconds, respectively. Both 
Mecedes-Benz V-8 sedan engines are 
built on a cylinder block of lightweight 
silicon-impregnated aluminum alloy 
that functions without wear-prone, 


heavy steel cylinder liners. Both are of 


an overhead-cam design with high-effi 
ciency wedge combustion chambers. 

Some of the most prized Mercedes 
Benz sedans of decades past were pow 
ered by in-line six-cylinder engines. In 
the 3800SE and 80SEL sedans, this pow 
er plant configuration reaches its 
zenith. 

Pouring out 177 liquid-smooth 
horsepower, this advanced-design 
engine makes the 300SE sedan capable 
of 0-60 mph in 9.3 seconds. The 300SEL 
can reach the same mark in 9.4 sec- 
ands. 

The six-cylinder power plant’s seven 
main-bearing crankshaft is of spin 
forged steel. Spin-forging positions the 
grain of the steel parallel to the lines of 
force, increasing overall strength. 

The valve train is of a single over 
head camshaft design, thus the number 


of moving parts is minimized. Reliabil 
ity and high-speed operation are opti- 
mized. 

Generously sized valves and cross- 
flow porting enhance cylinder filling. 
Combustion-chamber squish areas pro 
mote turbulence, which makes the 
engine resistant to spark knock while 
enhancing ignition of even very lean 
air/fuel mixtures.

ASR measures variations in rota 
tional speed between the driven wheels 
and non-driven wheels. 

When a loss of traction is noted, ASR 
applies brake pressure to the slipping 
wheel or wheels. If brake application 
doesn’t restore traction within a speci 
fied time, engine power is reduced by 
means of electronic control. 

ASD, an automatic-locking differen 
tial that prevents excessive loss of rear 
wheel traction up to 19 mph, is avail 
able at extra cost on both diesel sedans 
and the 300 SL manual transmission.

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Premium sedan decathlon: Audi 100 outpoints rivals 


Against fierce competition from 
Japan and Europe, Audi's new 100 
sedan outpoints formidable rivals, 
revealing itself as an automotive cham- 
pion in wet conditions and dry. 


The field 

For the IMSA showdown, seven 
competitive makes were represented: 
Audi, Mercedes-Benz, BMW, Volvo, 
Acura, Lexus, and Mazda. 

All were new 1992 four-door sedans 
equipped with six-cylinder engines, 
four-speed automatic transmissions, 
four-wheel disc brakes and anti-lock 
braking. And all weighed within 150 
pounds of 3500 pounds. 

From Germany, the all new Audi 100 
V-6, the BMW 525i and the Mercedes- 
Benz 300K 2.6 were selected. All three 
of these cars are excellent examples of 
six-cylinder touring sedans with auto 
bahn-bred road manners. 

But while the BMW and Benz are 
both rear-driven, the Audi breaks Ger- 
man luxury-car tradition by employing 
front-wheel drive. 

The contender from Sweden was an 
intriguing new model; the rear-drive 
Volvo 960, powered by a brand new alu- 
minum-alloy 2.9-liter, 24-valve six 
cylinder power plant.

Representing Japan were the Acura 
Legend, the Lexus ES 800 and the Maz 
da 929, all thoroughly revised versions 
of earlier models and all powered by 
recently upgraded V-6 power plants. 

The popular Legend is often referred 
to as the benchmark in this field, while 


the ES 300 is the newest iteration of 


Lexus’ entry-line luxury car 
ing the ES250. 

Like its predecessor, the Lexus 
shares much of its technology with the 
Toyota Camry V-6, also refined for 
1992, The interestingly-styled Mazda is 
the only Japanese sedan in the group 
powered by the rear wheels.

Final results 
When the final numbers were com- 
puted, it was clear that — to the surprise 
of those who may have favored the 
Lexus or the Acura — the Audi 100 had 
established a solid victory, echoing its 
earlier successes in European testing 
and in the comparison staged by Road 
& Track. 
Its average performance in the first 
IMSA events certainly gave no reason 
to predict such an outcome,
